The Brussels pact m em bers will es tab ­ 
lish an agency for control of arm a m en ts 
on the E uropean continent for continental 
m em bers of the Brussels groups. In ad d i­ 
tion, G erm any has forsw orn m an u factu re 
of atomic, biological and chemical w eap ­ 
ons, guided missiles, bom bers and 
large 
subm arines. 
T he Bonn republic further pledged itself 
not to resort to force in any effort to r e ­ 
unify G erm any or modify existing 
fro n ­ 
tiers. 
These lim itations on G erm an arm s and 
national 
aspirations 
w ere 
crucial 
to 
F ra n c e’s acceptance of 
the 
nine-pow er 
agreem ent. M endes-France actually press­ 
ed for even more, b u t in the end he sign­ 
ed the final comprom ise. 
The F rench prem ier must be 
credited 
with having gained a lot that he 
sought. 
Yet it seems evident that detailed a rra n g e ­ 
m ents under an EDC pact wrould likew ise 
have imposed restrictions on G erm an a r m ­ 
am ent. 
W hat pushed M endes-France to accep­ 
tance of the new treaty was his 
u n d e r­ 
standing that the other nations, and es­ 
pecially B ritain and the U. S., w ere d e ter­ 
m ined to approve G erm an rearm am en t and 
political sovereignty w ith or w ithout the 
French. 
In that determ ined drive, B ritain’s F o r­ 
eign S ecretary A nthony Eden, backed by 
the redoubtable Prim e Minister, Churchill, 
led the wray. And their ultim ate willingness 
to involve Britain closely in 
continental 
defense affairs w as the really decisive fac­ 
tor. 
G erm an C hancellor A denauer 
deserves 
to be hailed for his realistic acceptance of 
lim itations on his country’s arms. 
He 
is 
tru ly E uropean-m inded 
and 
sees 
G er­ 
m a n y ’s future best served through associ­ 
ation with the West.

W A SH IN G T O N — Quite a furor is 
being 
stirred up because some of the top scien­ 
tists in the country are being criticized lot 
their laxity in developing the H -bom b. 
Judged by some of the com m ents being 
m ade in su pport of those 
scientists, 
it 
might be im agined that, unless these men 
are im m unized from criticism 
hereafter, 
they will engage in a sit-down strike and 
refuse to serve their country. 
But there is evidence that not all scien­ 
tists believe that a man who lies to his own 
governm ent on a vital security 
m atter, 
when inform ation is sought from him , is a 
hero. T here are scientists who believe thai 
morality docs not stop at the 
laboratory 
door—nor honesty either. 
DIFFERENT PICTURE 


Lest the country think 
that 
scientists 
with C om m unist connections or affiliations 
or sym pathies are in the m ajority inside or 
outside the governm ent, evidence is 
p re ­ 
sented here w hich paints an entirely d if­ 
ferent picture. Thus a top scientist, w hose 
identity m ust for the present be w ithheld, 
says in a letter to this correspondent: 
“In the recent particularly trying case 
ot Dr O ppeiiheim er, your analysis of the 
situation and the conclusions you 
have 
reached arc receiving more support am ong 
physical scientists than you perhaps r e a l­ 
ize. They are not so vocal as those on the 
side, nor are they given so m uch to pass­ 
ing resolutions, but plent of them exist and 
form an 'influential group. 


“I have had m any contacts with nuclear 
physicists at the California Institute 
of, 
Technology and the University of 
C ali­ 
fornia. I cam e to know Dr. 
O p p en h eim er 
and served upon committees w ith him . He 
im pressed m e as a person of very pleasant 
personality and enorm ous ability in 
hi.-, 
field, but also as a case of almost arrested 
developm ent in social problem s an d in his 
relation to 
constituted 
authority. 
Like 
Einstein, he seem ed to be governed by his 
em otions ra th e r than his reason in such 
m atters, and I am not at all su rp rised at , 
w hat has finally happened. 
INCONSISTENT LIBERALS 
“The O ppenheim er case leads m e 
to 
a 
few rem ark s about the large group, m ain - i 
ly in the colleges and universities, 
w’ho I 
call them selves ‘liberals’— a m uch ab u sed i 
w ord— and som etim es ‘intellectuals,’ 
b u t 
the irrev eren t public calls them ‘p in k s’ and 
on occasion ‘eggheads.’ 


“They are an 
amazingly 
inconsistent 
group. They m ak e a good living out of the 
system of p riv ate enterprise, but then seetc 
to underm ine it by favoring all sorts 
of 
socialistic v en tu res and enterprises. 
T hey 
dislike intensely M cCarthy and his m e th ­ 
ods— as we all do— but go along w ith h im 
iii allowing individuals to set up their ow n 
standards of secrecy, regardless cd g o v ern ­ 
m ental and m ilitary regulations. 
“They learn nothing from 
experience, 
and the leakage of inform ation about the 
atom ic bom b and the loss of China, in p art 
a t least through leftist sym pathizers in the 
D ep artm en t of State, have never been ta k ­ 
en to heart by them. A pparently, too, they 
have no conception of the distinction b e ­ 
tw een w h at a m an m ay believe an d p ra c ­ 
tice as a p riv ate individual and w h at w e 
m ay believe and practice in a public posi­ 
tion of trust. A lthough a m a n ’s beliefs are 
norm ally a m a tte r of private concern, they 
can well d eb ar him from m any positions he 
m ight like to hold. For exam ple, we 
can 
hardly conceive that the directors 
of 
a 
bank would elect to its presidency a 
bel- 
liever in M arxian theories of finance an d 
economics. 
“T here are tw o brief quotations w hich i 
feel m ight well be recom m ended to the col­ 
legiate self-styled ‘liberals’ of this country. 
The first is by Winston Churchill and, as 
I rem em ber, it runs: ‘Although socialism 
and com m unism are not the sam e thing, 
I have alw ays found that com m unism a l­ 
ways flourishes in an atm osphere of 
so ­ 
cialism.’ 
“T he second quotation goes 
back 
to 
Socrates an d the A thens of his day. His 
pet abhorrence was a group of w e ll-e d u ­ 
cated m en w ho, to show their assum ed in ­ 
tellectual superiority, utilized their 
ab ili­ 
ties to tw ist and distort the beliefs 
and 
motives of the com m on people until they 
were unrecognizable. Socrates said of these 
‘so p h is ts ’ as he called them: ‘They delight 
to m ake the w orse the better reason.’ ” 
The au th o r of the foregoing letter w as 
head of an im p o rtan t scientific body tor 
m any years, is a m em ber of the N ational 
Academ y ol Sciences, a m em ber 
of 
the 
F rench academ y and a foreign associate 
of the Royal Society ct London an d an 
outstanding scientist in his field.

Trichinosis Affects 


Humans as Well as Animals

One of the least-know n and most-wude- 
spi cad diseases on the 
North 
A m erican 
continent is trichinosis. The disease, caused 
by an anim al parasite, is believed to 
be 
present in about 25 million persons 
and 
som e 350,000 people acquire new infections 
each year. 
Most of those infected 
tio 
not 
show 
sym ptom s, but about 16,000 are likely 
to 
swallow enough parasites to produce dis­ 
turbances which could be identified 
al­ 
though only a small nu m b er of these actu ­ 
ally ait* pinned down. About one person 
in 20 of those who have infections 
sym ptom s dies from the disease. 
Trichinosis is preventable and could be 
entirely eliminated. Its importance, how?- 
t ver, has not been sufficiently well recog­ 
nized although conferences of medical and 
public health authorities on how to com bat 
trichinosis have been held both in 1952 and 
1954. 
TUE DISEASE afflicts swine 
primarily. 
It is by eating pork or pork products con­ 
taining these parasites in live form that 
hu m an being- acquire the disease. 
T he disease is kept alive in swine, in 
large p art as a result of the practice of 
foe*img the:.:* anim als 
w ith raw 
garbage, 
thin developing a kind of vicious circle. 
I HE CONTROL of trichinosis by m eans 
of p lo p vi garbage disposal can be accom ­ 


plished either by m aking m aterial infected 
with trichinae inaccessible to swine, 
by 
burial or sanitary land-fill, or by killing 
the parasites in their larval form before 
the infected garbage is fed to swine. 
These methods are entirely 
practicable 
and laws requiring suitable garbage 
d is­ 
posal should be adopted by those 
co m ­ 
m unities which have not already done so; 
those which have satisfactory law's should 
enforce them. 
ASSUM ING T H A T IT is not possible to 
get rid of all pork products infected w ith 
with J trichinae im m ediately, what other safety 
m easures can we take ourselves? One ol 
the most im portant safeguards is to m ake 
sure that pork products 
are 
thoroughly 
cooked before eating. This 
destroys 
the 
parasites and while the idea of eating dead 
j parasites is not appetizing, it does at least 
m ake tile m eat safe. 
Freezing the m eat at five degrees F a h ­ 
renheit for 20 days also kills the parasites 
but possibly this is not as practical for most 
people as the cooking method. 
The latest conference on trichinosis d e ­ 
veloped a great m any 
recom m endations 
for the attack on this disease. Since 
we 
know how this disease can be controlled— 
and indeed 
elim inated— these 
m easures 
should be followed with great vigor. All of 
us can help.

Do you know which 
cows in your herd are really un­ 
profitable? 
If you have a cow- testing ser­ 
vice, you do. But unless you have 
this regular check-up. 
you 
have 
no way of knowing. The appear­ 
ance of milk in the pail isn’t en­ 
ough. Some cows are short milk­ 
ers; others are persistent milkers. 
The only accurate way to judge is 
by a cow’s yearly record made 
from regular once-a-month 
test­ 
ing for milk and butterfat. 
It is expensive to raise heifer 
calves to freshening age 
Select­ 
ing only heifers from 
the 
best 
cow families, as 
shown by 
test 
records, will save money. 
Sound Breeding Program 
W hy is it dairymen have profit­ 
able herds 
that 
weather

prices and hard times? 
If s be­ 
cause they use their test record to 
locate outstanding 
brood 
cows. 
They also select good sires with 
record of production on both sides 
of the pedigree. 
And they 
use 
proved sires, or the sons of prov­ 
ed sires, whenever possible. 
These dairymen 
have 
joined 
artificial 
breeding 
associations 
because they have found that good 
breeding pays off at the milk pail. 
Cow'-testmg 
should 
include 
a 
breeding as well as a feeding and 
culling program. In this w'ay, tests 
help you build a more profitable 
herd of cows.

The loans may be used to can y 
out measures for soil conserva­ 
tion. water development, conser­ 
vation, and use, 
and 
drainage. 
This will include the construction 
and repair 
of terraces, 
dikes, 
ditches, ponds and tanks the es­ 
tablishment and improvement of 
permanent pastures, basic appli­ 
cation of lime and fertilizer, tree 
planting, well drilling, and the 
purchase of pumps and other irri­ 
gation equipment. 
The new' 
loan 
program 
was 
made possible by legislation re­ 
cently passed 
by the 83rd 
Con­ 
gress. 
Recent Legislation 


Soil 
aud 
water 
conservation 
loans may be made from funds 
supplied by private lenders and 
insured by the 
government 
or 
from funds appropriated by Con­ 
gress. 
Loans from 
appropriated 
fluids will be made only when in­ 
sured 
funds 
are not 
available. 
Loans, either direct or insured, 
will only be made when the ap­ 
plicant is unable 
to obtain 
the 
credit he 
needs at 
reasonable 
rates and terms from other sourc­ 
es. Tile Farm ers Home Adminis­ 
tration is 
authorized 
to insure 
loans up to a total 
of $25,000,000 
each fiscal year. In addition, for 
fiscal 
1955, the Congress appro­ 
priated $11,500,000 for this type of 
assistance. 


Applications for all 
loans, in­ 
sured or direct, will be made at

and conditions from private and 
cooperative sources. 
Non-profit associations such as 
incorporated

districts are eligible

when they are 
unable 
to obtain 
adequate credit 
elsewhere
